that for each of the three years the 
auditor drew $2400, as the figures will 
show, the difference as to the amount 
for each year being on account of a 
lack of funds to pay the orders, and 
they were redeemed the same as any 
other orders when there were funds 
to pay them with. The same is true 
also with the treasurer, the actual 
amount drawn by him for each year 
being $1879.38, while the statement 
of 1894 shows that treasurer’s salary 
orders to the amount of $3329.51 
were redeemed. 
Is there an honest 
and intelligent 
tax-payer 
in the 
county who believes that the funds of 
the county are being diverted from 
their proper channel or that the 
county is being robbed? The state 
examiner, who visits every county and 
goes over the books of the auditor 
and treasurer, has paid no higher 
compliment to any auditor in the 
state than to Louis Tach©, who is the 
present auditor for this county and a 
candidate for re-election.

The enemy’s fortification would be in- 
staneously p hotograp hed aud the ap ­ 
p aratus hauled back by the string and 
the negatives develop ed at leisure. Two 
ideas are 
very inhuman. One 
is a 
scheme for sending large quantities of 
p oisoned needles, as if in charity, to the 
enemy's generals, who would, of course 
distribute them to their forces, and so 
p oison the unfortunate users; aud the 
other to charge ex p losive bullets with 
p ep p ar. Two objects are p ursued by 
the inventor of 
the p ep p er—its 
dis­ 
charge would blind the enemy aud the 
great demand for the condiment in 
time of war would stimulate the trade 
of tin* French colonies and increase the 
revenue in the country. There are also 
many other equally absurd p rop osals, 
such as suggest ions for making soup by 
machinery, growing p otatoes on bar­ 
rack roofs 
in December 
and killing 
whole army corp s of Prussians by p ost 
—but they are too numerous to be mea* 
Honed.

W ho would believe th a t a dog going 
at a good gallop, w ith a dead bird iii 
its mouth, could scent a live bird on 
th** ground several yards to one side of 
his course? 
Ami yet there are few 
sportsm en who have not seen a dog 
point a live bird w ith a dead bird in 
its mouth. 
It would seem as if the 
scent of the bird so near Ills nose would 
prevent tin* dog from scenting another 
bird of th** sam** variety lying close in 
the grass several yards from him. 
A 
man with a bunch of roses in his face 
would not pretend he could smell a 
bunch of sim ilar flowers a foot away. 
lf he *li*l no one would believe him. 
Yet there is no doubt about the setter 
being able to smell and point live birds 
«rn tin* ground while In* holds a dead 
bird in his mouth, and in* knows the 
instant In* feels tin* scent that it is a 
dead bird. 
This fact in* expresses in 
Ids m anner of pointing, and if it is a 
wound***! bird lie knows that, too, and 
indicates th** fact. Most dogs are taught 
t*i point stanchly a live bird and not 
to point a dead bird. 
The dog will go 
at full speed right up to his dead bird 
and never pause a m om ent I f thi n* is 
a live bird near he will point th at 
stanchly, and the prom ptness and cer­ 
tainly of hts decisions show th at th** 
instant lie catches a scent he knows 
w hether th** bird is Jive or dead. 
He 
m akes a distinction, too, between a 
dead bird, a live bird and a wounded 
bird. 
ll** points the wounded bird dif­ 
ferently from w hat he does the live 
bird, an*] usually springs in aud catches 
it. 
W hat is there about a wounded 
bird's scent that he can recognize in­ 
stantly is a puzzle to every one who 
has thought much of the question.— 
Chicago Tribune.

Much discrepancy exists ani mg pub­ 
lished accounts of its contents, tin* 
fluctuations in composition being due 
to the sam e causes that prevail in our 
lake, viz., th** relation between th** sup­ 
ply through inflowing stream s ami loss 
by evaporation. 
A sam ple taken from 
a depth of 1,110 feet carries ”5.4 pm 
cent of dissolved solids. 
This corre­ 
sponds to 5‘js pounds to the ton: but 
this is only 7.55 per emit common sal;. 
or lo t pounds per ton. 
Therefore, though iii** Salt lake car­ 
ries a low er proportion of dissolved 
solids of all sorts than does th** Dead 
sea, th** lak** contains m o r e than d m' Ie 
the proportion of salt. 
The chief soli I 
constituent of the Dead sea w rier a* 
not sodium chloride (common salt), leu 
magnesium chloride. Strictly speaking, 
the w ater of our lake is mueh "brinie!-'' 
than that of tho D ead sea, common salt 
being the chief solid dissolved in the 
Ink**. 
Nevertheless the Dead sea is 
much 
more 
highly 
saturated 
with

The I ’a pa goes tiro wild in the sense 
th at they are uncivilized, but not in th** 
sense that they are bloodthirsty.

them assist their Indian neighbors hi 
h a m sting their grain. They take their 
pay in supplies, which they lay up for 
th** w inter season. 
But rn the sum mer 
they live chiefly oil tim fruit of the 
cactus plant and wild berries. 
It is a 
wonder how they live at all. 
Some of 
those who lo:ul a roving bf** own a few 
horses and cattle. 
But tin* entire num ­ 
ber of cattle nutted by those who are 
mn on reservations is inly ‘-’.(NM) mid 
tin* num ber of dom estic fo u ls is 1,150. 
The Papago Indians receive no ra ­ 
tions from the governm ent. 
They sir** 
actually self-supporting, ask’ng nothing 
of the governm ent and receiving very 
little. 
T here are from 9(H) to 500 In­ 
dians gathered on two reservations, one 
near Tucson and one near Gila Bend 
on 
the 
Southern 
Pacific 
railroad. 
These com munities are not nuxlels of 
their kind. 
In fact they sire described 
as having each alm ut thirty m iserable 
squalid adobe houses, w ith not :i drop 
of w ater within many miles, except 
what is caught in pools during the un­ 
certain Arizona rainy season, aud iii a 
short tim e this w ater lx*o*anes thick 
aud vile, ln*euuse the pools ar** iii** 
rom mon resort of th** Indians, tin* cat­ 
tle aud the swine.

Murder and Attempted Robbery. 


Yesterday’s Pioneer Press contaius 
tho following : 
Merrill, Wis., Oct. 31.—Wholesale 
murder and express robbery was the 
motive that inspued the recent train 
wrecking on the Soo road. Two men 
charg ed with the murder of one man 
who lost his life by tho wreck were 
g iven a preliminary hearing to-day 
and held for trial. One of the pris­ 
oners has confessed, and his story de­ 
tails tho methods used to derail the 
throug h Minneapolis-Boston limited, 
near Heafford Junction on the nig ht 
of October *17. 
In the crash, Fire­

seriously injured. The plan was to 
cause a wreck that would kill every 
person on the train and then rob the 
safe in the express car, as it was sup­ 
posed the safe contained a larg e sum 
of money. The man who confessed 
was Levit Hazleton, about twenty 
years old, who claims to be a resident 
of Brainerd, Minn. His companion 
is Frank Williams, a short, thick-set 
man. who claims to have relatives and 
friends at Appleton, Wis. 
Williams 
stoutly maintains thet he knows noth­ 
ing of the wrecking . 
They pleaded 
not g uilty and their ttial was set for 
to-day. 
After repeated inq uiries we learn 
that young Hazleton’s father runs 
the stag e between Aitkin and Mill© 
Lacs Lake in this county. He has an 
uncle who lives up the Pine River 
road, who was in the city on Wednes­ 
day, and who says that Hazleton is 
an inoffensive young fellow about 19 
years of ag e. who left here last 
spting . since when they have heard 
nothing from him.

his uncle all last winter and came to 
this city repeatedly, but he does not 
seem to be very well known here.

Murder and Attempted Robbery. 


Yesterday’s Pioneer Press contains 
the following: 
M ebrill, Wis., Get 31.—Wholesale 
murder and express robbery was the 
motive that inspired the recent train 
wrecking on the Soo road. Two men 
charged with the murder of one man 
who lost his life by the wreck were 
given a preliminary hearing to-day 
and beld for trial. One of the pris­ 
oners has confessed, and his story de­ 
tails the methods used to derail the 
through Minneapolis-Boston limited, 
near Heafford Junction on the night 
of October *17. In the crash, Fire­ 
man Charles Cottrill was instantly 
killed and Engineer James Dutch 
seriously injured. The plan was to 
cause a wreck that would kill every 
person on the train and then rob the 
safe in the express car, as it was sup­ 
posed che safe contained a large sum 
of money. The man who confessed 
was Levit Hazleton, about twenty 
years old, who claims to be a resident 
of Brainerd, Minn. His oompanion 
is Frank Williams, a short, thick-set 
man, who claims to have relatives and 
friends at Appleton, Wis. 
Williams 
stoutly maintains thet he knows noth­ 
ing of the wrecking. They pleaded 
not guilty and their trial was set for 
to-day. 
After repeated inquiries we learn 
that young Hazleton’s father runs 
tho stage between Aitkin and Mille 
Lacs Lake in this county. He has an 
uncle who lives up the Pine River 
road. who was in the city on Wednes­ 
day, and who says that Hazleton is 
an inoffensive young fellow about 19 
years of age. who left here last 
spring, since when they have heard 
nothing from him. He worked for 
his uncle all last winter and came to 
this city repeatedly, but he does not 
seem to be very well known here.

Canadian and foreign capitalists, who 
were ready to invest in the new enter­ 
prise if they should be satisfied of its 
feasibility. 
Maj. Hibbard is now able 
to state that the capital, bulb Can­ 
adian and foreign, is satisfied, and that 
he has therefore been able to enter into 
Contract with United States Senator 
R. F. Pettigrew of South Dakota for 
the building of the Midland Pacific 
from Sioux Falls, S. D., to Seattle and 
Tacoma. W ash., a distance of some 
1,000 miles. 
The success is thus as­ 
sured of what will undoubtedly lx* oue 
of the great transcontinental routes. 
Asked if the construction of tin* road 
was to be undertaken at an early date, 
Maj. H ibbard replied: 
‘‘T he first branch will be from Sioux 
City to t lie coal fields of Wyoming. 
About 400 miles will be built in the 
spring of 1895. 
Those lields, by the 
way, contain vast quantities of coal, 
equal in quality to the best produced 
In Illinois. 
Since South Dakota is en­ 
tirely without coal or other fuel in 
a n y amount, it will be seen w hat an 
advantage site will derive from these 
Increased facilities for fuel that is 
plentiful and cheap. The second from 
the eastern boundary of Wyoming to 
the Yellowstone Park, will be com 
pleted during the season of 181H5, and 
in connection with the Illinois Central 
air line, will furnish a route 200 short 
er than any other between Chicago 
aud the National Park. 
“The third section, which Is expected

’I hey are scattered over so wide a 
range of territory that it is doub’-’ul it' 
even one of their own num ber could 
form a d e a r idea of how m any there 
now are in the tribe. 
The Papa goes are wild in the sense 
that they are uncivilized but not in the 
sens** that they are bloodthirsty. 
They 
are a very peaceful pt t .de and m aay of 
them assist their Indian neighbors hi 
harv* sting their grain 
They take their 
pay in supplies, which they lay up for 
the w inter season. 
But m tin* sum m er 
they lh e chiefly on the fru it of the 
cactus plant and wild berries. 
It is a 
Wonder how they live at all. 
Some of 
those who lead a roving life ow n a few 
horses and cattle. 
B ut the entire num ­ 
ber of cattle owned by those who are 
noi on reservations is >nly *2 ,(nni and 
the num ber of dom estic fowls is 1,15ft. 
The Pa page Indians receive no ra ­ 
tions from the governm ent. 
They are 
actually self supporting, ask’ng nothing 
of the governm ent and receiving very 
little. 
T here are from fiftft to 5ftft In 
dians gathered on tw o reservations, one 
near Tucson and one near Gila Bend 
on 
the 
Southern 
Pacific 
railroad. 
These com m unities are not models of 
their kind. 
In fact tl **y are described 
as having each about thirty m iserable 
squalid adobe houses, w ith not a drop 
of w ater w ithin many miles, except 
what is caught in pools during the un­ 
certain Arizona rainy season, and in a 
%hort tim e (his w ater becomes thick 
and vile, because the pools are the 
common resort of the Indians, tin* ca t­ 
tle and the swine.

Yesterday's Pioneer Press contaius 
tho following: 


M e r r i l l , Wis., Oct. 31.—Wholesale 
murder and express robbery was the 
motive that inspired ihe recent train 
wrecking on the Soo road.

seriously injured.
